No Casualties Reported 
Key West reported 110 miles an 
hour winds at 10:20 a rn Red Cross 
officials at the island city where 
President Truman has his “Little 
White House" said no casualties 
had been reported. Shelters were 
crowded 
In Miami, sustained wind reached 
60 miles an hour and visibility was 
almost wiped out by the blowing 
rain. 
The storm has enlarged and hur­ 
ricane winds and strong gales now 
cover an area about 300 miles in 
diameter, the weather bureau re­ 
ported. 
The slow movement of the storm 
will keep the center over south Flor­
